true generosity and nou'f »ess that it is 
here produced in the words of the narra- 
tor: 

In the year 1851, I chanced to be one 
of a party who was taking an evening 
drive in the suburbs of the city of Wash- 
ington. On Bearing one of the cemete- 
ries the attention of one of our party was 
arrested by a female, with three small 
children, seated itear the closed gate. — 
She seemed deeply afflicted, and her 
miserable apparel and that of her little 
ones told a tale of suffering which was 
truly distressing. We had gone but a 
short distance when the person whose at- 
tention had been arrested by them or- 
dered the driver to turn and drive to the 
place where they were seated. Descend- 
ing from the carriage, he approached th 
woman and inquired the cause of her 
sorrow. In a plain and simple st)le she 
told her story thus: 

"Two years before, her husband had 
left his home to find a better one in A- 
merica. He had worked very hard, and 
saved money enough to send for his 
family, and had a small home prepared 
to receive them. That day they had ar- 
rived, but, alas! not to meet the glad 
husband and father, for two days pre- 
vious he had fallen from a staging where 
he was at work, and now," said she, 
pointing to the gate, "he is in there. I've 
come out with my little ones to see the 
grave, but it's too late. The gate is shut 
and we must come back to-morrow." — 
The poor woman was quite overcome, 
and the children cried at beholding their 
mother's grief. 

'Will you take a seat and ride home?' 
said the gentleman. "O thank you, 
thank you, sir, but 1 could not think of 
it." He insisted, and, taking one ot the 
forlorn little creatures in his arms, he 
placed it in the carriage; the mother and 
remaining two children followed I took 
a seat beside the driver, and ordered hirn 
to drive as the woman had directed. — 
The little ones soon dried their tears, and 
amused us by their innocent prattle; the 
youngest one often asking if we were 
going to take him to his lather. 

A half hour's drive brought us in front 
of a poor little hovel, which the woman 
said would be home if Jemmy were 
there. 

Assisting the party out, the gentleman 
conducted them to the door; then, draw- 
ing forth his card, he asked the woman's 
name. "Bridget Murphy," said she. — 
Writing it on the blank side, he handed 
it to her with a bank bill, saying, "when 
you need more send the card to me;" 
then, bidding her a kind good night, he 
took his seat, and we rode in silence to 
our respective lodgings. 

That man was Millard Fillmore, then

Reason Why Every Southern M\n 
Should be an American. — In the year 
1800, the number of representatives in 
congress from the slave holding States 
was equal to that from the non-slave- 
holding States. By the apportionment 
ot 1850, the latter were entitled to fifty- 
four more representatives than the for- 
mer. In ten years, from 1840 to 1850. 
the North gained seven members more 
than tha South, which gain was the re- 
sult of foreign immigration. By the cen- 
sus of 1850, it appear* that there were 
residing in the slaveholding States, 484 
338 persons more than there were re- 
siding in the non-slaveholding States, 
born in the slaveholding States. The 
North has twenty members representing 
her foreign population, the South only 
four. But for foreign immigration the 
South would have gained upon the. North 
in her representation, arising from her 
naturnal increase and immigration from 
the North to the South. Since 1850, the 
immigration has averaged 344, 532 per- 
annu a. If immigration continues at 
that rate until 1800, when the next ap- 
portionment of representation will be 
made, the North w ill have gained on the 
South 25 additional members from for- 
eign immigration alone. At the same 
ratio of increase, in the year 1870, the 
North will be entitled to twice as many 
representatives as the South! Are these 
not startling facts for Southern men to 
think upon! And yet we are told that 
we must, to save the Union, support the 
democratic party, when they have a 
plank in their platform encouraging em- 
igration, and tending to the above result, 
and as a certain consequence, disu- 
nion.

1 am connected with no 
party that has for its object the exten- 
sion of slavery nor with any to prevent 
the people of a Slate or territory from 
deciding the question of its existence or 
non-existence with them for them- 
selves." 

We call upon the slave-holders of the 
South to read the foregoing paragraph 
and "ponder it fittingly." It is an open 
confession of the principle ol Squatter 
Severeignty which John C. Calhoun so 
rigorously denonneed, arid which has 

be* n set up, as a political will o'-the- 
wisp, to mishjad the South from quag- 
mire, to quagmire, until it sunk irremedi- 
ably in the "slough of despond."
